ANNOUNCEMENT NEEDED

las Angeles —M3)— Maurice Gra-

who survived the hazards of 


World war aviation and then flew 
180,000 miles over the air mail route 
between L.OS Angeles and Salt Lake 
City without ever being late, died 
in the teeth of a mountain blizzard 
out of -which he had safely brought 
his plane. 


The story of Graham's end in the 


mountains' of southwestern 
Utah 


was reported to "Western Air Express 
officials here today as searchers pre- 
pared to bring the body out of the 
wilderness in which it has lain since 
last Jan. 11. 


Graham left 
here the night of 


Jan. 10 with a load of mail. Enroute 
to Salt Lake City he learned a bliz- 
zard lay across his path but refused 
to stop. 


Residents of St. 
George, 
Utah, 


heard his plane late that night and 
assumed he was going to land. Snow 
which obscured the lights on the 
landing field there apparently pre- 
vented him from coming down and 
he went on into the blizzard -which 
took hia life. 


Ope of the longest searches In the 


history of air mail flying followed 
when he failed to reach Salt Lake 
City. Xot until June 24 -was the 
plane found. 
It was only slightly 


damaged and the mail was intact. 


Graham had spent more than 6,- 


000 hoars in the air. He was one of 
the four original pilots on the Los 
Angeles-Salt Lake City line and had 
flown that route continuously since 
its establishment in 1926. He -was 
considered one of the best air mail 
points in the United States. 


Graham received his training at

closely on the heels of last week's 
favorable order, this decree tends to 
confirm the theory that the inter- 
state commerce commission is sin- 
cerely anxious to help the railroads. 


That conciliatory attitude is a rec- 


ognition of the fact that, notwith- 
standing the advent of new traffic _ 
vehicles created by modern inven- j 
lions, such as the motor truck and j 
the airplane, the railroads still are 
the backbone of the country, knitting 
community together and promoting 
their development, and that the fu- 
ture prosperity of business and of 
agriculture is closely bound up with 
the '-maintenance of adequate rail- 
road facilities. 


For too many years the relation- 


ship between the carriers and the in- 
terstate commerce commission has 
been one of mutual r_ntagonism. Bate 
rulings have favored the shipper. 


It is not perhaps generally real- 


ized that the trend of rate orders has 
been almost uniformly downward. 
There have lieen numerous orders, i 
often individually limited in scope 
but in the aggregate- involving con- 
siderable sums, which have reduced 
rates and thereby impaired the in- 
come of the railroads. 


AIR IS CLEARING 


It would be for the mutual ad- 


vantage of all concerned if the in- 
terstate commerce commission and 
the railroads could engage in friend- 
ly round table discussions of traffic 
problems. A better understanding of 
those problems undoubtedly would 
result. Fortunately the atmosphere 
seems to be clearing and a more con- 
ciliatory spirit now is manifest. 


That is of utmost importance to 


the public injgeneral and to invest- 
ors in railroad securities in particu- 
lar. Eailroads cannot obtain neces- 
sary credits unless they are permit- 
ted to establish freight rates on a 
profitable basis, and without credits 
they cannot hope to do the construc- 
tion and expansion work which the 
needs of the country demand. 


From the investment point of view 


the desirability of finding a reason- 
able formula for handling railroad 
problems is equally apparent. In the 
old days railroad bonds have not lost 
their pride of place but 
railroad 


stocks have been compelled to play 
a secondary role while 
industrial 


stocks have enjoyed the sunlight of 
popular favor. Given fair treatment, 
however, the railroads will be able to 
reestablish their shares as market 
leaders.

GERMANY FOR EUROPEAN 


UNION 


Germany's reply to M. Briand's 


memorandum for a United States of 
Europe is favorable. Thus far all of the 
responses to the French statesman's 
proposal have been of the same tenor. 
Germany, like Italy, stresses the-posi- 
tion that such a program could be re- 
alized only upon principles of 
full 


equality an<£ the same security for all 
participants. This equality and security 
would not, as we understand it, be pre- 
dicated upon military power or mili- 
tary guarantees. It would be a civil ar- 
rangement pure and simple and so far 
as possible non-political. Each member 
of the union would have absolute free- 
dom in the handling of its purely do- 
mestic affairs, in determining its for- 
eign policies and in the exercise of its 
sovereign powers. 


European cooperation can not 
be 


made dependent upon military consid- 
erations, coercion or essential abridge- 
ment of sovereignty. It is not contem- 
plated that it would ever attain the 
perfection or degree of the United 
States of America. It will be funda- 
mentally economic and social rather 
than political. As was expected, Ger- 
many wants to see Russia and Turkey 
members of the union. It holds, again 
with Italy, that discrimination against 
countries or continents and exclusion 
of European states not members of the 
League of Nations would be a mistake 
and must be avoided. While it is prob- 
able there is to be a close relationship 
between this cooperation and that af- 
forded by the League of Nations, they 
are, of course, of a separate and dis- 
tinct character and would work in dif- 
ferent fields. 


The question of inviting Russia and 


Turkey is likely to cause a controver- 
sy, particularly as to Russia. We can- 
not see why there should be ob- 
jection to the admission of Turkey, but 
France and Great Britain may argue 
that Russian membership will operate 
to facilitate bolshevik propaganda and 
would be disturbing to the other gov- 
ernments. No country has fought bol- 
shevism more vigorously than Italy 
ar.d Italy does not take this view. 
Great Britain's reply will probably de- 
termine the fate of the undertaking. If 
it is sympathetic it is possible that the 
whole plan will be taken up at the next 
session of the League of Nations. If it 
is Hostile, or even unduly critical, the 
movement is likely to terminate with- 
out results. 


There is a class of public opinion in 


England opposed to participation in 
any scheme for the federalization of 
Europe. Its theory is that Great Brit- 
ain has more to gain from holding 
aloof from a strictly continental soli- 
darity and that its interests lie in a clos- 
er association of the British common- 
wealth of states and colonies. 
There 


are some, too, who favor strengthening 
the ties with America rather than with 
Europe. England's reaction to the 
Briand enterprise is. therefore, of cru- 
cial interest and importance.

In the last few years, colored glass 


has become the dominant note in the 
market. Rubs", pink and orchid are 
colors which are difficult, and there- 
fore expensive, to produce success- 
fully in glass; but there is no reason 
wby glase of other colors should be 
more expensive than clear glass of 
the same size and design.

"glass" cut from a pure rock crystal.

Enameled glass is either hand- 
painted or has printed patterns past- 
ed on the glass. In engraved glass,

Rudolph — (£9 — Legislation which 


would prohibit ownership of & sub- 
stantial part of the capital stock of 
any bank by holding corporations is 
the remedy Philip LaFollette has for 
the chain or group banking system. 


For the first time since he 


his campaign, LaFolleteie, who is 
candidate for the Republican nom- 
ination for governor, offered a. plaa 
in a speech here today to curb what 
he terms one of the greatest econ- 
omic evils of the day. 
"Every bank owes its existence to 


a public charter," he said. "Bank- 
ins exists by virtue of public au- 
thority. " Government has the "pow- 
er to control every aspect of it, in- 
cluding the power to completely pro- 
hibit chain or group banking. The 
power was exercised to prohibit the 
extension of branch banking. 
It 


can be again exercised to prohibit 
chain or group banking." 


LaFollette contended that 
the 


present executive and his adminis- 
tration are attempting to legalize 
chain or group banking systems in 
Wisconsin! 


"A small group of powerful bank- 


ers are attempting- to junk the In- 
dependent system of banking and 
substitute for it the 'chain system," 
he said. "Chain or group banking 
is a system which takes from the lo- 
cal community control of its own 
money and credit and delivers that. 
control to abseritee owners. Depriv- 
ing a community of this control of 
its" own resources, gives to some ab- 
sentee landlord mastery of the com- 
munity's future.

chain in "Wisconsin. The same bank

Blanks for making application for 
stability allowances, as provided In 
tbe World War veterans' act as 
amended at the last session of Con- 
cress now are available, according 
to word received here. Information 
on the new laws was received by 
John B- Hantschel, county clerk, 
former county commander of the 
American 1-egion council. 


Mr. Hantsehers information 
was 


received from the U. S- Veterans 
Bureau which is acting to make the 
benefits of the new pension 
law 


available as 
soon as 
possible for 


world war veterans. 


Advance application blanks have 


been dispatched to all the bureau's 
field 
stations, 
while, instructions 


have been telegraphed and radioed 
to field offices throughout the coun- 
try and its possessions. 


As compensation under tbe new 


law is effective from the date of ap- 
plication, the bureau is doing its ut- 
most to place quickly application 
blanks in the hands of every elig- 
ible veteran. 


More H»»n 100,000 veterans—men 


who served 90 days or more—are es- 
timated to be eligible for benefits 
under the bin, which congress pass- 
ed only after sharp modification at 
the demand 
of President Hoover. 


The payments 
range from $12 a 


month for veterans 25 per cent dis- 
abled to $40 a month for those fully 
and permanently disabled. 


"Men ill enough to be patients In 


a veterans hospital because of a 
non-service disability not heretofore 
compensable. will merit immediate 
attention." Director Frank T. Hmes 
said. "We will examine these more 
serious cases first to determine the 
degree of their disability and 
tbe 


rate of compensation." 


Veterans hospitals are now car- 


Ing for 30,700 men, of whom 43 per 
cent have disabilities not 
directly 


traceable to war service.
